agers. Five Corners portrays the changes 
occurring in American society at the be¬ 
ginning of the 1960s. 

John Forsythe hosts Disney's Acad¬ 
emy Award Winners on The Channel in 
March. Forsythe, of course, is known to 
millions as Blake Carrington on the ABC 
series Dynasty But while Forsythe admits 
that it’s nice to be considered a romantic 
leading man, he acknowledges that the 
role can sometimes be too restricting: ‘A 
TV persona is so strong that anyone who 
gravitates against its image is running a 
great risk.”

Smith both achieved major successes in 
two different Disney films, Connery (pre- 
James Bond) in Darby O’Gill and the Little 
People and Smith in Never Cry Wolf {both 
of which are airing on The Disney Chan¬ 
nel). The two actors will soon be appear¬ 
ing together in supporting roles in the 
movie version of the classic television se¬ 
ries The Untouchables. Due in theaters 
this spring, the film stars Kevin Costner 
(Silverado ) as crime buster Elliot Ness. 
Connery plays Ness’ trusted assistant, 
and Smith is a U.S. Treasury accountant. 
All are intent on putting A1 Capone be¬ 
hind bars —and Capone is played by 
Robert De Niro in a special cameo.

Over the 
course of her distinguished career the 
actress has won two Tony awards, one of 
which was for her inspired Broadway per¬ 
formance in The Miracle Worker.

sion (. Knots Landing ). Of late she’s won 
acclaim for her one-woman shows featur¬ 
ing famous female writers. She portrayed 
poet Emily Dickinson in The Belle of 
Amherst, all three of the Bronte sisters in 
The Brontes (broadcast on PBS), and Leo 
Tolstoy’s wife in The Countess. 

Another star of one-man shows is 
noted character actor James Whitmore. 
Among his credits are Give 'em Hell, 


Harry (he portrayed Harry Truman) and 
Bully! (Theodore Roosevelt), on The Dis¬ 
ney Channel. Whitmore also provides the 
voice for Mark Twain in Will Vinton’s 
Claymation film The Adventures of Mark 
Twain. His latest project is the feature 
(WmNuts, starring Barbra Streisand, to be 
released next Christmas. 


Jessica Lange and Sam Shepard, 

stars of Country, appeared on the silver 
screen together in Bruce Beresford’s 
Crimes of the Heart , which also co- 
starred Sissy Spacek and Diane Keaton. 
With all that star power, Hollywood wags 
had predicted a massive battle of the 
egos. Such was not the case, and Lange 
attributes that to director Beresford: 
“The director sets the tone,” she explains. 
“If you’re working with a madman, he 
makes everybody uncomfortable.” 

Christopher Plummer appears on 
The Disney Channel in Stage Struck. 
Plummer, an accomplished thespian, will 
play an ambitious priest in another movie 
version of a famed TV series: Dragnet, 
which stars Dan Aykroyd as Joe Friday. 

K night without Armour stars an 
alluring Marlene Dietrich as a widowed 
countess in this ’37 classic produced by 
Alexander Korda. Dietrich is the subject 
of actor/director Maximilian Schell’s {The 
Black Hole, Peter the Great ) recent docu¬ 
mentary Marlene. 

Schell interviewed 
the reclusive 
actress (she 
turned 85 this past 
December) for a 
total of 12 hours. 

He was allowed to 
use her voice, but 
not her face. The

clips of La Dietrich, the classic femme fa¬ 
tale of the silver screen. Ernest Heming¬ 
way once wrote that if Dietrich had never 
had more than her voice, she could still 
break your heart with it.

EXPLORING'THE 


ARCHIVES 


This year the entire Disney organization is celebrating the 50th anniversary of the theatrical release of Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs . And so is the rest of the world. The fabled young lady—“the fairest of them all” — 
appeared on the cover of the January 5 issue of People magazine as one of the anticipated highlights of 1987. 

In the history of motion pictures, many films have reached their 50th anniversary, but none is as fresh and as 
popular, so many years after its creation, as Snow White. Each time it has been reissued, adults, with childhood 
memories of the movie’s joy and magic, have taken their own children and grandchildren to see the film. And so the 
most notable event of the 1987 festivities will be the re-release of the ever-popular film, on July 17, in 2000 theaters in 
North America and in theaters in more than 40 countries all over the world, including the Soviet Union and China. 

The Disney Channel is proud to join in the salute to Snow White’s 50th anniversary. For this column I’ve collected 
interesting facts about the landmark film’s most notable achievements. In the next few issues of The Disney Channel 
Magazine we’ll continue to bring you news and information about Snow White. 


Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs : 

The First Full-Length Animated 

Feature Film 

• Production on the film began in 1934, 
when Walt Disney called his animators 
together on a sound stage one evening 
and proceeded to tell them the entire 
story, acting out all of the parts. Later, 
every time the animators were baffled 
by a bit of action in the story and 
needed guidance, they 
recalled Walt’s virtuoso 
performance. 

• Walt had decided to use 
the Grimm fairy tale of Snow 
White for his first feature 
because he fondly recalled 
his first childhood movie-going 
experience, a silent version of Snow 
White starring Marguerite Clark. 

• Actual animation on Snow White did 
not begin until 1936, although story 
work had been in process for two years. 

• Animation had made enormous strides 
between the debut of Mickey Mouse in 
1928 and that of Snow White in 1937. 
Walt Disney’s animators had spent 
these nine years learning their trade 
not only on the Mickey Mouse series 
but also on the Silly Symphonies, where 
they experimented with and perfected 
the techniques later used with such 
brilliance in Snow White. 

• Walt Disney had a difficult time 
obtaining financing for his film. Finally 
forced to show the incomplete film to 
his banker, Walt sat horrified as the 
banker watched stonefaced throughout 
the screening. But, on the way to his 
car, the banker turned to Walt and said, 
“Walt, that film is going to make you a 
hatful of money.” 

Theatrical Release 

• The film premiered at the Carthay 
Circle Theater in Hollywood on 
December 21, 1937. 
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• The final cost of the film: $1,488,000. 

• It made $8,500,000 during its first 
release. This is all the more amazing 
when one realizes that children in 1937 
were paying a dime to get into a 
theater. 

• Snow White was reissued in 1944,1952, 
1958,1967,1975, and 1983. The special 
50th anniversary release is its seventh 
reissue. 

• Snow White became the highest- 
grossing motion picture of all time—a

record it held until it was surpassed by 
Gone With the Wind. 

Production Notes 

• Hundreds of Disney artists worked on 
the film, including 32 animators, 102 
assistants, 107 inbetweeners (who fill 
in bits of action between the animators’ 
drawings), 20 layout men, 25 back¬ 
ground artists, 65 special effects 

animators, and 158 inkers and 
painters. 

• It is estimated that at 
least one million 
drawings were made 
during the production of the 
film. 

• It took months of research by studio 
chemists and the mixing of 1500 paint 
colors and shades to determine the 
final hues to be used for painting 
characters and backgrounds for the 
Technicolor film. 

Casting 

• The live model for the character of 
Snow White was Marge Belcher, who 
later became Marge Champion of the 
well-known Marge and Gower 
Champion dance team. 

• After auditioning more than 150 girls, 
to provide Snow White’s voice, Walt 
Disney selected Adriana Caselotti, the 
daughter of a Los Angeles vocal coach. 

• Harry Stockwell (father of actors Dean 
and Guy Stockwell) served as a live- 
action model and provided the voice of 
the Prince. Pinto Colvig, known for 
being the voice of Goofy, did the voices 
of Sleepy and Grumpy, while Billy 
Gilbert, known for his comedic 
sneezes, was a natural for Sneezy.

hat are over four million Ameri¬ 
cans doing huddled around their 
radios in this, The Age of Televi¬ 
sion?

n stage The Jets —eight 
brothers and sisters —sparkle 
Pp with talent and energy. Off stage 
they still sparkle —with friendli¬ 
ness and enthusiasm. The Jets in Hawaii , a 
Disney Channel musical special on April 7 
at 8:00 p.m. (Eastern/Pacific time), brings 
you this warm wonderful family in both set¬ 
tings: on stage in sunny Hawaii and at home 
with their six younger siblings and parents 
in chilly Minneapolis. 

The Disney Channel Magazine visited 
with The Jets when they performed at 
Disneyland between Christmas and New 
Year, the final performances of a year-long 
tour across the country. That tour put them 
on the map in more ways than driving their 
family van. During that time their first 
album —The Jets —reached No. 29 on Bill¬ 
board’s Top Pop chart, and produced four 
successful singles, the most popular being 
“Crush on You,” which soared to No. 3 on 
Billboard’s chart. In every state, audiences 
of people all ages loved them. 

And at the end of a year of tightly sched¬ 
uled performances in 45 states, they looked 
as fresh as though they were starting out. 


Their spirits were buoyant as they gathered 
around, sitting close to each other, joking 
and giggling, each one eager to join in the 
telling of the story they love to tell: of the 
family’s journey from poverty and obscu¬ 
rity to the bright lights of the stage. It 
doesn’t matter which one is telling it; they 
speak as The Jets. And it is a fascinating 
tale, indeed, which is currently in develop¬ 
ment as a feature film possibility. 

Their parents Mike and Vake Wolfgramm 
came to the United States from Tonga (a 
Polynesian island in the South Pacific) in

1965 and settled in Salt Lake City. There 
Mike worked in a grocery store and did 
lawn work to support his family, which 
grew steadily. The children brought in 


some extra money by helping with the lawn 
work and performing as Polynesian dancers 
(along with their mother, who is a profes¬ 
sional hula dancer). 

Their father bought a few musical instru¬ 
ments for them to play popular music. “But 
at first they sat in the living room. No one 
knew how to play them,” LeRoy (21), the 
oldest son, confessed. “We learned by lis¬ 
tening to the radio. We never had enough 
money for lessons.” 

In 1978, as the story goes, they had a fam¬ 
ily meeting to decide what their family goal 
would be. “Dad wanted something we could 
do as a family,” LeRoy continues, although 
it’s not only LeRoy speaking; all eight of 
them chime in. “Dad wanted a goal we 
could strive for together. And we chose the 
entertainment business over lawn work.” 
They all laugh. 

Their Dad quit his job, and they traveled 
around in an unheated van, with lawn 
chairs in the back. The kids tell of the 
baloney sandwiches and water they lived 
on, and the icicles inside the van, as they 
toured, performing their Polynesian revue 
at festivals and fairs and Hawaiian hotels in 
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The whole family at home in Minne¬ 
apolis for the holidays: Vake and Mike 
Wolfgramm and their 14 children, eight 
of whom make up the high-spirited mu¬ 
sical group The Jets. The small pictures 
show each of The Jets individually.

the eight brothers and sisters known as The Jets are a tight-knit 
American success story: one of hard work and dedication, 
their life together as a family. 


the Midwest and Canada. 

All the while they were traveling, they 
were practicing pop music on the side. 
Eventually they started performing a half 
hour of pop at the end of the Polynesian 
show. They learned to play any kind of mu¬ 
sic. “If old people came in, we played a 
polka. If a cowboy came in, we’d do country 
and western. Pop. Soul. Anything,” they all 
agreed, laughing and reminiscing about 
those early days. 

In 1982 they arrived at a hotel in Min¬ 
neapolis, part of a chain of hotels where 
they were supposed to perform for many 
weeks. The hotel chain had gone bankrupt, 
however, and the Wolfgramms — broke — 
were stuck in Minneapolis to find whatever 
work they could. 

Such a story inevitably has a happy end¬ 
ing, and theirs has to do with finding a man¬ 
ager—Don Powell—when stranded in an 
unfamiliar city. Years before, Powell had 
managed such talent as Stevie Wonder and 
David Bowie, but he was currently running 
his family’s car dealership in Minneapolis. 
The Wolfgramms kept urging him to come 
see their act, and according to them, he 


finally couldn’t say no again. He had no in¬ 
tention of getting back into the pop music 
business. But when he saw them, he 
changed his mind. 

Every Monday night they 
have family meetings, 
where they talk about 

their problems and read 
motivational stories to 
keep their spirits up. 

A demo tape of four songs led to a con¬ 
tract with MCA, a new house in Min¬ 
neapolis, a new van, and a busy recording 
and touring schedule. But family is still the 
most important thing to The Jets, and they 
all agree that they work as hard on family 
communication as they do on their music. 

Every Monday night they have family 
meetings, where they talk about every¬ 
thing. They read inspirational and moti¬ 


vational stories to keep their spirits up — 
stories from scripture or biographies of 
successful people, such as Elvis Presley, Bill 
Marriott or Walt Disney. They air any 
grudges, ranging from serious jealousies to 
small annoyances, such as someone not re¬ 
turning a comb. They fight, they argue, and 
then come to an agreement so that they can 
continue to perform, free of bad feelings. 
They see these meetings as invaluable to 
their working and living together. 

They use the meetings to improve them¬ 
selves. They discuss manners, behavior, 
do’s, don’ts, and why’s. Their parents, who 
are typically in the background while The 
Jets tour, are very much in the foreground 
for the Monday night meetings. They pre¬ 
side over the meetings, but the kids say 
there’s a spirit of openness, that they feel 
they can share anything with their parents. 

They see their family as a role model for 
other families. At the end of our time to¬ 
gether, LeRoy emphasized that point: “Kids 
don’t have to be embarrassed to be seen 
with their sisters or brothers. We work hard 
to stay together. We want families to know 
that they can do things together.” V 
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In Anne of Green Gables, she was a precocious little red-head who 
preferred dreams to reality. In Anne ofAvonlea, when Anne’s 
10 years older, reality puts her romantic ideals to the test. 


S'/'fjt) lderly couple apply to orphan 
asylum for a boy. By mistake, a girl 
\j() is sent them.” With this spare 
journal entry writer Lucy Maud 
Montgomery sparked the glowing tale Anne 
of Green Gables , about young Anne Shirley. 
Anne’s charm and innocent passion for life 
endear her to adoptive parents Matthew 
and Marilla Cuthbert in spite of the girl’s 
dreamily romantic notions and an uncanny 
talent for getting into mischief. The book’s 
instant success spurred the author to write 
seven more books, constituting a popular 
series that has retained its freshness and 
universal appeal. 

The Disney Channel has just completed 
production of Anne of Avonlea: The Con¬ 
tinuing Story of Anne of Green Gables , a 
four-hour sequel to the Emmy Award¬ 
winning mini-series, Anne of Green Gables. 
The two four-hour mini-series will be 
shown sequentially on The Disney Channel, 
starting with Anne of Green Gables, on Sat - 
urday, April 11 at 7:00 p.m.

Anne Shirley has had a powerful influ¬ 
ence on people ever since Anne of Green 
Gables was published in 1908. Within the 
next five years, the book went through 32 
editions. Mark Twain hailed Anne as “the 
dearest and most lovable child in fiction 
since the immortal Alice.” 

Today the book is available in at least 15 
languages, including Turkish, Icelandic and 
Korean. In Japan the character of Anne 
Shirley has had a large following for years. 
At least two clubs devoted to Anne and 
writer Montgomery thrive throughout the 
country and this year upwards of 10,000 
Japanese are expected to visit Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island to retrace the footsteps of their 
favorite author. The book, translated as 
“Red-Haired Anne* is used to teach English, 
and “Anne” themes abound in everything 
from toys to television commercials. 

In Poland Anne’s continual conflict with 
authoritarian adults is interpreted as a 
symbol of Poland’s ongoing struggle with 


the Soviet Union. A stage adaptation of the 
orphan’s saga premiered in Warsaw in 1958 
and after more than 5,000 performances is 
still going strong. 

Ironically, author Montgomery ex¬ 
pressed surprise at the amazing popularity 
of her creation. Yet her own story, recently 
revealed in the publication of her private 
journals, may provide the best explanation 
of Anne’s success. Montgomery was the 
product of a stoic Scots-Presbyterian up¬ 
bringing which ruled that emotions must 
always be controlled and children must 
not be spoiled by adult shows of affection. 

Montgomery fashioned in her writing the 
happy childhood she never had. She en¬ 
dowed her young heroine with the ability to 
find and draw out the love in those around 
her. At the same time, Anne also indulges 
her own free spirit. For generations, reading 
audiences have found Anne irresistible. 
Now with this magnificent TV production, 
The Disney Channel viewing audience, too, 
will find it hard to resist the red-headed, 
high-spirited orphan. V

events. Very short sentences 
are outcries or questions. Are 
words that begin with larger 
letters names? Little by little, 
the scribbles appear to be 
related to the explicit 
meanings of the illustrations. 
Could he now, if the pictures 
were removed, even manage 
to read the story? Could the 
words, as yet illegible, trigger 
off the reappearance in his 
mind of the familiar images 
and the sequence of events? 
Probably, yes. 

The child learns to read 
and write. His universe of 
islands is expanding and 
along with it the form and 
content of his inner soliloquy. 
He begins to discern shades 
of meaning, to choose words 
to attach to the realities that 
surround him, to name them 
and express feelings about 
them. “I have a silkworm. It is 
white and fat and round” will 
be his first composition. He 
begins to organize sequences. 
He is on the threshold of 
logic. And of poetry. Like the 
book, his mind is filled with 
pictures and captions. But 
images and words are now 
inextricably mingled

and incomprehensible 
environment, is for the child 
an imaginary island. Like the 
terrariums of my youth, it is 
an alternative world where, 
now that he can reenact the 
story, even his surprises are 
predictable. 

The meaningless signs that 
accompany the pictures, 
from which adults can 
extract meaningful sounds, 
vaguely enter his 
consciousness. The child 
knows that the greater their 
number, the longer the 
sentences. They are probably 
descriptions of places or 


I believe that the origins 
of all literacy lie far less in 
the traditional learning 
processes that in the child’s 
feelings and fantasies. For it is 
these that set the style for all 
further developments of his 
symbolic life, the themes and 
nature of his interior mono¬ 
logues, the quality of his 
imagery. Throughout the rest 
of his life they will reemerge 
in every creative act and 
reflect and express all the 
basic facets of his identity. 

It is the world around the 
child that for better or for 
worse must provide the 
ingredients that will direct 
his imagination and 
ultimately shape the style of 
his literacy. One of the most 
important of these 
ingredients is the picture 
book. For it is there that the 
child will have his first 
encounter with a structured 
fantasy, mirrored in his own 
imagination and animated by 
his own feelings and imagery. 
It is there that, through the 
mediation of an adult reader, 
he will discover the 
relationship between visual 
and verbal language. 

Later, when he is alone and 
turns the pages over and over 
again, the illustrations will 


recall the remembered text. 
He will then utter his first 
conscious internal 
monologue. And with the 
memory of the reading voice 
that will color his silent 
words and pace their rhythm, 
he will have his first lesson in 
rhetoric. Unknowingly, he will 
learn about beginning and 
end, cause and effect, and 
sequence. And, most 
important of all, he will 
experience the discovery of a 
new kind of verbal world, so 
different in structure and 
style from the chaotic verbal 
traffic which has surrounded 
him until then. The picture 
book, in the midst of a 
complex, often repressive

What Parents

Splashy pictures and 
unusually large or small size 
are all too often the factors 
that persuade parents and 


hours going through books 
that have stood the test of 
time.

together. They will remain 
inseparable for the rest of 
his life.. .. 

These observations are but 
a hint as to what should be 
explored about picture books 
and their role in the 
development of visual and 
verbal literacy. To name but a 
few things: the relationship 
between words and images, 
the limitations and 
opportunities of this 
relationship, the function of 
words and images in 
stimulating the imagination 
and orienting interior 
discourse. But when all is 
said and done, the workings 
of man’s mind, especially in 
their nebulous formative 
stages, and the birth of his 
symbolic universe will still be 
little more than a hypothesis. 
To expect more is rather like 
trying to jump over one’s own 
shadow, a feat that only poets 
can be expected to perform.

grandparents to buy a 
particular children’s picture 
book. But too much emphasis 
on these characteristics, 
along with hassle in choosing 
a book, may result in not 
making the best choice. 

Ethel Heins, former editor 
of The Horn Book Magazine, 
which publishes reviews and 
essays on children’s books, 
says that first of all parents 
“must be willing to invest 
some time and some interest 
in picture books.” 

She suggests a parent go to 
the library and spend several 


librarian if little ones aren’t 
underfoot. 

While looking at picture 
books, Heins recommends a 
parent ask some of the 
following questions: 

• Is the story line original and 
is it imaginatively executed? 

• Do the text and the 
illustrations result in a 
whole? 

• Is the text itself worth 
listening to? 

• Are the illustrations 
appropriate for the story 
(e.g., if the story takes place 
in Colonial America, are the 


illustrations set in the same 
time period)? 

• Do the illustrations go 
beyond the words, but also 
faithfully interpret the text 
(i.e., do the illustrations show 
the reader more than the text 
tells him, but also reflect the 
tone of the story)? 

• Do the illustrations extend 
the emotion and action of the 
text (e.g., if the story is about 
the fast-paced life in the city, 
do the illustrations reflect the 
hustle and intensity of city 
life)? 

By asking these questions, 
a parent should be able to 
begin to discriminate 
between the good books and 
the bad. 

Many libraries have 
reading programs, and if you 
or your child is not quite 
ready for a structured 
reading agenda, the librarian 
should also have some book 
lists readily available.

Changing Places 

Freaky Friday is a wacky 
Disney comedy about a 
mother and her rebellious 
daughter whose minds enter* 
one another’s bodies for the 
day. Annabel’s mother learns 
that a simple day at school 
isn’t so simple. 

Mary Rodgers, author of the 
book Freaky Friday as well as 
the screenplay says: “Every¬ 
one says childhood is so 
much fun. Not true! Kids face 
lots of problems. It’s difficult 
to grow up.” 

Unlike Annabel and her 
mother, the rest of us don’t 
have a magical mind-body 
transfer ability to assist our 
understanding. We must rely 
on empathy to understand our 
children’s feelings. And it’s not 
easy to be truly empathetic. 
Janis Lubin Minton, child de¬ 
velopment consultant to The 
Disney Channel* offers a few 
suggestions for becoming 
more empathetic. She empha¬ 
sizes that the best way to un¬ 
derstand a child’s feelings is to 
remember your own child¬ 
hood feelings. Remember how 
you felt when you were angry, 
nervous, or scared. 

“It’s also a help to under¬ 
stand a child’s time concept,” 


Minton adds. “Children some¬ 
times think of a dreaded ac¬ 
tivity as going on forever. It’s 
helpful to say something like, 
‘Just remember, it lasts only 
an hour and after that we’ll 
have a good family dinner,’ 
or whatever.” 

“Sometimes parents think 
that to empathize is to be too 
permissive,” Minton con¬ 
tinues. “Parents must still set 
limits, of course, and insist 
that children do certain 
things they don’t want to, but 
acknowledging a child’s feel¬ 
ings often enables him to then 
endure the dreaded task 


or experience. 

“Stories about difficulties 
that parents had when they 
were children are helpful,” 
says Minton. “Kids want to 
know the parts of parents’ 
lives when they weren’t so 
happy. Children want to see 
adults as whole people. And 
parents should try to see chil¬ 
dren as whole people as well.” 

That was the benefit to An¬ 
nabel and her mother. After 
being Annabel for a day her 
mother no longer saw her as a 
flaky kid. “She just wants to 
do her own thing,” her mother 
says of Annabel.

laymation is a 
performance with 
figures,” explains 
1 Will Vinton, the pro¬ 
ducer and director of The Ad¬ 
ventures of Mark Twain, the 
first feature film made in 
Claymation. “The animator 
sits in front of the camera and 
performs this blob of clay, 
much the way an actor acts, 
trying to communicate the 



characters’ thoughts and feel¬ 
ings.” The figures, however, 
are only inches tall. 

Of course, creating a film in 
Claymation is a Herculean la¬ 
bor. Filming is done one frame 
at a time, with the figures 
moved ever so slightly be¬ 
tween frames. In The Adven¬ 
tures of Mark Twain, the 
sculpted clay figures were 
changed 24 times per each 


second of film. 

Still, that’s a labor of love for 
Will Vinton. He’s currently at 
work on yet another Clayma¬ 
tion movie featuring an origi¬ 
nal story. “That’s the only way 
to really explore the medium,” 
he says. “I believe in Clayma¬ 
tion, but like any other me¬ 
dium, it needs people to work 
in it and develop it in order for 
great things to come out of it.” 


HENRY THOMAS’ 
AUSTRALIAN ADVENTURE 


' had a good time in 
Australia,” remarks 
J Henry Thomas, the 
115-year-old Ameri¬ 
can star of The Quest , an Aus¬ 
tralian-made Disney Channel 
Discovery which premieres 
March 28. (A young Henry 
Thomas appeared in Steven 
Spielberg’s mega-hit E.T. The 
Extra-Terrestrial .) “Australia 
was like no place I’d ever 
been.” 

Location shooting took 
place 40 minutes outside of 
Melbourne.

The menacing 
“pond” in the film, home of a 
legendary Aborigine monster, 
provided Henry Thomas with 
some trying days. 

“I did have to swim in it for a 
couple of scenes,” he explains. 
“The pond was really an aban¬ 
doned old quarry. The water 
was cold and real murky. I had 
a wet suit on under my 
clothes. It’s really hard to 
swim when you’re wearing 
clothes and shoes.” 

Filming The Quest's under¬ 
water sequences was a little 
easier. “That was a really neat 
effect. It was shot in a pool 
that was 30 feet long, 15 feet 
wide. I was really on my knees, 
with a compressor blowing air 
to me.” 

Since The Quest , Thomas 
has been “taking it easy.” He’s 
currently a freshman in high 
school. “I still read scripts,” he 
says, “but I haven’t seen one 
yet that strikes me. I’d like a 
change from the stereotype.” 

At the moment the former 
star of E. T. is content being a 
normal kid. These days, in¬ 
stead of learning his lines, 
Henry Thomas is wrestling 
with his least favorite subject 
as a high-school student: 
algebra.
